Steve Black, of Wind Gap, has been 
selected by Al Gore’s Presidential Campaign 
to run for Delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention. Steve will be the first openly gay 
candidate to run for a delegate position in the 
Lehigh Valley. Steve is a founding member of 
the Pennsylvania Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
for Political Action (PA-GALA) and currently 
serves as PA-GALA’s Political Director. 

Steve states, “This is a great honor for me, 

PA-GALA, and the Lehigh Valley Lesbian and 
Gay community. My selection shows the 
growing political power of our community and 
importance of gay votes in Presidential and 
local elections." 

Twelve candidates for delegate will be on the ballot in the 15th Congressional District 
which includes all of Lehigh and Northampton Counties. Five delegates are pledged to Al 
Gore and five are pledged to Bill Bradley. Originally PA-GALA Board Member and Co- 
Chair of GLEE at Air Products Tracy Denton, was to run as a Bradley Delegate but she 
was bumped by the Democratic Committee in favor of State Senator Lisa Boscola. 

Five delegates will be elected in the April 4 primary and will attend the 2000 Democratic 
Convention to be held in Los Angeles in August. In order to be a delegate, Steve must be 
elected by Democratic voters in the Primary. The delegates at the convention will set 
party rules and choose the Democratic Candidate for President. Steve Black is running 
as a delegate committed to Vice President Al Gore. However, Democrats may vote for 
Steve as a delegate even if they are voting for Bradley. 

Steve Black has served on the Northampton County Democratic Committee (1986- 
1994) and on the Pen Argyl Area School Board (1991-1994) 

The Pennsylvania Primary Election is Tuesday, April 4. Be sure you are registered to 
vote by March 6th.

Child development and parenting expert, Barry Zuckerman often 
talks about “teachable moments." These are instances when we give 
a child an important message by how we respond to a particular 
situation: what we do, don’t do, say, or don’t say. Teachable moments 
happen every day. They range from minor to profound, and the effect 
is cumulative. 

I am most effective as a parent if I have clearness about what 
messages I want to teach my child, have the ability to recognize when 
a teachable moment is happening, and am able to respond in a way 
that is in line with the values I want to teach. 

Gay and lesbian parents have to cover all the same general issues 
as heterosexual parents, plus some additional material. I knew some 
day I'd have to answer the “where is my daddy question" but it came 
up much earlier than I anticipated. Our two year old daughter is cared 
for three days a week by a wonderful woman who has a husband and 
two little girls. At age twenty months, our daughter was just starting 
simple two and three word sentences. One evening as we were 
getting ready for bed, she very clearly referred to these two little girls 
and their daddy. 

Then she gave me an intense questioning look and said,“Me da-da?" 
Despite my soaring blood pressure, I looked at her with my relaxed 
mother smile, with that l-love-you twinkle in my eye, and said matter of 
factly, “No da-da, two mommies!" 

The next morning, she spontaneously repeated my words verbatim 
with a big smile. And she repeated them again several times in the 
next few weeks. She seemed so happy to have the words to describe 
this very important thing about her world. 

This was an important teachable moment. Hopefully I gave her a 
positive feeling about our family and clear simple truth. Hopefully. I 
avoided any sense of anxiety, shame or apology. Had I avoided the 
question or looked very anxious, I would have taught the exact 
opposite of what I had wanted. 

Four months later, sitting in chairs waiting at a crowded airport, our 
little girl stood in the center of the isle and alternately pointed to each 
of us, enthusiastically saying, “One mommy, two mommy!" 

I didn't hush her, but rather pushed aside my anxiety and smiled at 
her warmly. 

I know things will get more complicated, but I hope this is a good 
start. My greatest hope for our daughter is that she leam to speak her 
truth and live a life consistent with positive values. Hopefully we can 
guide her in this direction with many teachable moments to come. 

PARENTS BEGIN INFORMAL GROUP 

On Saturday,Jan 29, a group of L.V. area lesbian mothers got 
together for an informal pot-Tuck dinner. There were 16 moms and 9 
children, ranging in age from 6 months to 9 years. 

The kids had a great time playing together and it was good for them 
to have the affirmation of seeing other happy families just like their 
own. For the moms, it was a wonderful chance to relax and share 
ideas and support. 

Conversation ranged from general issues about raising children to 
topics unique to our families, such as two moms interacting with 
health care providers, day care providers, and teachers. Some 
women expressed frustration with an unfair legal system that does not 
recognize our families and how this negatively impacts legal and 
financial security for us and our children. Some conversation was 
serious, but mostly there was a lot of laughter and fun. 

This is a group of parents who know the value of a good sense of 
humor (and the many uses of duct tape). This informal parent network 
plans to have occasional pot-lucks.

GAY / STRAIGHT STUDENTS GROUPS 
BACKED BY COURTS 

There are now over 700 “Gay Straight Alliance" support groups 
for students in high schools across the country. A recent court 
decision, in Orange County California, supported a newly formed 
GSA at El Modena High School even though the school bos 
refused to allow it. 

In 1984, conservative law makers pushed legislation to create 
the Equal Access Act. This law was intended to support the 
formation of religious clubs that met on public school grounds. 
But it is now serving to support the existence of GSAs, because 
in effect, the law says no group can be denied equal access just 
because some people do not agree with its ideas. The only 
recourse to legally stop students from forming Gay Straight 
Alliances in public school, is for the school system to ban all after 
school clubs and activities. The creation of GSAs in schools is 
backed by law. All that is needed is students willing to start them.

ED VERBA RESPONDS TO 
ANTI-MARRIAGE COLUMN 

Late last month, local activist Ed Verba 
sent a strong response to the Morning Call 
regarding Religious Ethics Columnist 
Michael McManus’ article against the 
Vermont Marriage decision. Ed challenged 
many of the illogical arguments McManus 
used and also called to task the editors and 
ournalists of the Morning Call for allowing 
McManus’ article (in Ed’s words) to “venture 
well beyond (opinion) with half truths, 
slanderouscomments, and out right lies." 
Here are some other excerpts from Ed’s 
etter: 

While defending marriage, Mr. McManus 
obviously has very little faith in it. There is not 
one heterosexual couple that is going to 
refuse to enter into marriage if they want, 
simply because they feel it has been sullied 
by gay's and lesbian's Freedom to Marry. 

As an argument against gay and lesbian 
marriage,( McManus) sights the lowering 
rate of marriages and the rising rate of 
divorce... (Ed counters:) How can the gay 
and lesbian community be held responsible 
for the rise of divorce and the decrease of 
marriage if the community does not have the 
Freedom to Marry? His argument can be 
summed up as retroactive culpability. 

(From McManus’ article:) "Since 1960, 
divorces have tripled...one-third of babies 
are born out-of-wedlock...children living with 
single parents are in poverty (and) three 
times more likely to fail a grade or become 
pregnant as teens...(or) be expelled from 
school. (Ed asks:)"What does any of that 
have to do with gays and lesbians and the 
communities’ search for the Freedom to 
Marry? Nothing... 

(McManus states" T)he law should not 
elevate same-sexcouplesto the same status 
as a married couple, when the result will 
literally condemn many to early, agonizing 
death. (Ed responds:) The logical argument 
is a 180 degree opposite... there is no reason 
to assume there would be any less 
commitment...it would seem the AIDS rate 
for gay men would actually fall, since there 
would be a Freedom to Marry and then 
commit. This speaks nothing to lesbians 
which, since the inception of AIDS, have 
been the LOWEST demographic in the 
epidemic (McManusfails to mention that). 

McManus suggests that if gay men and 
lesbian were given the Freedom to Marry, 
that it would cost taxpayers money in... 
health benefits. (Ed replies:) This is totally 
the opposite of the truth - ITS A LIE! Health 
benefits are given by employers. They often 
account for up to 40% of the "package" when 
hired, they do not come from taxpayers. 
(McManus brings up:) tax advantages and 
costing the taxpayers money...(Ed 
responds:) The gay and lesbian community 
are taxpayers too. Why should the benefits 


offred be witheld from gays and lesbians? 
Truth be told, married gay men and married 
lesbians would pay more taxes than singles 
or co-habitants. 

Mr. McManus uses the same argument 
that allowing same-sex marriages would 
destroy the family and cause disease that 
Adolph Hitler used in 1941 to persuade the 
German legislature to halt Jewish-Christian 
unions and the same argument that Strom 
Thurmond used in 1955 in front of the South 
Carolina legislature when it was repealing 
interracial bans on marriage. It was wrong in 
1941, it was wrong in 1955 and it is no less 
wrong in 2000.

I went to Borders Books in Whitehall to buy a copy of XY 
I Magazine. When I went to pay for it, the cashier “carded" me 
I When I asked why, they said they did not sell "XY" to people under 
118, because “ your parents might complain." But it's not a porno 
I magazine, it’s just a gay magazine! What’s this about? Travis 
| Simmons 

VFP called Travis. He wondered if this was just a cashier who 
I was anti-gay or a store policy. So one of the VFP staff went to 
I Borders to see. First she read “XY," which is written for gay male 
I teens. She found it to be clever, not pornographic, and no more 
| offensive than, say, “Seventeen." 

Then she asked about the store’s "carding" policy. A clerk told 
I her they “carded" when a magazine is “ bagged" ( because it is 
I sexually graphic). Our VFP rep, held up XY Magazine and the 
I clerk said they would card for it too. “Why?" asked VFP. Answer: 
I "Because some parents might object." 

VFP asked if this was a Corporate Policy. The clerk said she’d 
I ask the manager. He refused to come out of his office but 
I substantiated the carding policy though the clerk. Finally a floor 
I manager told VFP the policy was up to individual stores.When 
I asked if Borders had an anti-discrimination policy, the floor 
I manager stated defensively, “we don't discriminate against 
| anybody!" VFP thanked them and left. 

Next, VFP editors took Travis over to Barnes and Noble. Though 
I they didn’t have "XY" in stock, they said they’d order it for him 
| and took his name without carding him. 

VFP editors researched both companies. According to HRC, 
I Barnes and Noble gives domestic partnership benefits to its 
employees and has an anti-discrimination policy that includes 
| sexual orientation. Borders does not. 

VFP called the Borders Corporation Headquarters and got 
I through to the Head of Public Policy, Ms. Noori. She said stores 
I only card for “bagged" magazines. So VFP told her what had 
| happened to Travis and asked what the written policy states. 
“Well, we have no written policy because we find written policies 
I can be mistaken for laws." Ms. Noori further stated that what 
I probably happened was, the community was against this kind of 
I literature so the store employees are responding to that attitude. 
I For clarification she explained that if people complain about 
something then the local store might make it harder to buy. She 
| referred to “Playboy” as an example. 

VFP said, “but the manager who spoke to us said nothing about 
I complaints, she only said parents migh t complain, further "XY" is 
not a “bagged" sex magazine, it’s just a gay magazine." Ms. Noori 
did say that she would call the Whitehall store and tell them it was 
I wrong to refuse to sell “XY” to teens and that she would even 
I send an apology to Travis and a free magazine 

VFP told her that was nice, but what about all the other stores 
I refusing to sell to gay teens? Why not just have a clear spelled- 
I out policy that employees may not refuse to sell things to people 
| unless the sale is illegal? 

Ms. Noori explained that their employee manual is a very long 
I (80 pages!), and they can’t include everything. She said the 
I employee handbook did have a section on anti-discrimination. 
I VFP asked to hear it. “Sure," she said, (noise of pages turning.. 

I prolonged pause), “Well, I’m not the expert on this, but I’ll email 
| the exact statements to you today." That was several days ago. 

Travis, currently Borders seems to be much more worried about 
[offending bigots than upholding your rights. Let's hope they 
| change their policy soon, meanwhile, shop somewhere else.

Growing Pains 

It’s never too late to grow up. I never realized how much room 
there is for me to grow, how much unresolved pain and inner- 
turmoil needs to be resolved. I grew up feeling very lonely, not 
knowing who to trust. And, as I came to continue developing 
feelings of same-sex attraction, it became clear that -at least 
according to the voices of authority- such feelings were “wrong." 
The issue of trust is an especially painful part of my childhood. 
How many times would I talk to someone older than myself, telling 
deep, painful feelings in confidence, only to have that confidence 
broken? 

So, here I am at middle-age, with a still-wounded little boy 
inside me who needs caring and affection. And, I’m meeting other 
gay men, just like myself, who have also come to this stage in life. 
Gone are the illusory distractions of trying to mask painful 
memories and feelings through cultural activities (i.e. movies, 
literature), religion (the as-if-by-magic “save me God" routine), 
compulsive sex, workaholism, alcohol and drugs, etc. And, 
what’s left? Me. 

When I was a teenager in the 1970’s, I was unaware of any kind 
of support group to help me with self-acceptance and healthy 
emotional / spiritual growth as a young gay man. At the time, the 
only mainstream image I knew from pop-culture and from its 
replication in the local bar scene, was “disco fever.” That wasn’t 
me. My role-model for a healthy gay sensibility was the composer 
John Cage (1912-1992). I’ll always be grateful to John for not 
only his compositions and literary writings, but more importantly 
for his personal example. He was a mentor in the best sense of 
what that role entails. He affirmed me as a person, and my still- 
juvenile attempts at composition; he provided gentle yet loving 
criticism; and he expanded my intellectual / aesthetic / spiritual 
awareness. Most of all, he gave me the permission to simply be 
myself. 

It was with some poignancy that I recently read in the.Morning 
Call about a support group for Lehigh Valley teenagers who are 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender. I wish this new group a 
lot of love and sustenance. I could have used such a support 
group 25 years ago. 

In its place, what I’ve been doing is attending weekend retreat 
workshops for GBT men. Most of the attendees are just like me, 
middle-aged and at a cross-road in life, where mutual support and 
guidance become necessary. Baby-boomers like myself are 
used to “doing it alone" and being largely isolated and detached 
from intimate emotions. It’s easy to talk about externals- be it 
computer-speak, or that fabulous Bette Davis imitation. But what 
about the heart? As an “adult," I’ve learned to think, but too often 
I’ve also thought myself out of having and experiencing feelings. 

It’s been a year now that I’ve been writing this column. As 
always, these are essays of personal experience and opinion. 
Valley Free Press editor Liz Bradbury tells me that this column has 
been generating response. There are other gay men out there 
who are relating to what I’m writing about. Whenever I write one 
of these columns, I always read it over the phone to one or two of 
my friends for a response. They, too, tell me how they are able to 
relate to the material at hand. 

I’m grateful to be doing these short pieces, and I’d appreciate 
hearing from any of the readers.

But if not them, who? Luckily the Human Rights Campaign website 
lists companies with Anti Discrimination Policies (henceforth referred 
to as ADP) that include sexual orientation.These companies are 
good (at least in the gay rights department). And HRC also lists 
companies that give Domestic Partnership Benefits (DPB). These 
companies are even better. 

So where d q we buy gas ? Texaco, Atlantic Richfield, and Sunoco 
have ADP which is good. But better yet, think ABCS . Amoco, BP, 
Chevron and Shell. They each give DPB and have ADP. 

What about other stuff? Trying to decide between Cocoa Puffs, 
Cocoa Krispies, Grape Nuts, and Quaker Oatmeal? Well, Quaker 
and Kellogg (Cocoa Krispies) have ADP while Post (Grape Nuts) has 
nothing. Best to have the Cocoa Puffs because General Mills gives 
DPB and has ADP. They make Cheerios too for people who aren’t 
coo coo for Cocoa Puffs. 

Need some cheap clothes? Sorry, Kmart and Walmart have 
nothing. But Sears gives both DPB and has an ADP. You can get 
anything at Sears.

MAYBE ALL YOU HAVE 
TO DO IS ASK

People who have health insurance as an employment benefit 
often don’t realize that those of us who don’t, pay the monthly 
equivalent of a mortgage payment for comparable coverage. Usually 
both domestic partners are employed, so both have insurance 
coverage through their jobs. But we have friends whose partners are 
self-employed or who have severe health problems that make it very 
hard for them to obtain a reasonably priced “unsubsidized" 
comprehensive health policy. While many companies offer coverage 
for the partners and children of their legally married employees, it 
seems that few provide comparable benefits for the partners and 
children of gay and lesbians employees. 

It’s a big gamble not to have health insurance and the odds are 
against you. Having the option for coverage under a “subsidized" 
comprehensive health plan means you and your family can have less 
expensive and more comprehensive coverage than you might be 
able to afford if you have to purchase an individual policy outright. 
Family coverage is usually extended without any screening of prior 
medical history. You are probably aware that more and more 
businesses and companies are offering domestic partner health 
insurance coverage. So why don’t more gay and lesbian partners 
take advantage of these benefits? 

Well, same-sex partners are frequently reluctant to identify 
themselves to their employers as gay or lesbian. In a state like 
Pennsylvania, with no anti-discrimination protection, there’s good 
reason to be cautious. In fact, some companies have refused to 
implement domestic partner benefits because they believe that the 
religious conservatives might might view it as an endorsement of 
homosexuality or “special rights” and take their business elsewhere. 
The fact is, however, the vast majority of companies that implement 
domestic partner benefits do so entirely outside of public view. No 
successful company can afford not to compete. It is possible too that 
some people do not have domestic partner benefits simply because 
they have never asked for them. We know of someone in our own 
community who asked and got DP benefits in a company that only 
had 5-6 employees. It is even possible that the personnel staff are 
unaware that the insurance companies that provide coverage for 
their company can provide domestic partner coverage. 

So if you work for a “friendly" supervisor or you feel comfortable to 
speak directly to your personnel officer about domestic partner 
health care coverage, here's some interesting information: 

According to the San Francisco Human Rights Commission, the 
following insurance companies offer domestic partner coverage in 
Pennsylvania. If you work for a company that has insurance through 
one of these companies, you may be able to get domestic partner 
Coverage: Aetna Philadefphia/Pittsburgh; AIG Life Insurance; Capital Blue Cross Blue 
Shield; CIGNA; Connecticut General Life (CIGNA); Great West Ufe; Health America 
Highmarir Blue Cross/Blue Shield; Independence Blue Cross and Pennsylvania Blue; Inter 
County Health Plan (ICHP); Keystone Health Plan. New Yorit Life and Health; PA Blue 
Shiera; Prudential Insurance Co; The Hartford Life Insurance Co.; UNUM Life; and 
U S Healthcare 

If your company does business with one of these firms and will 
offer domestic partner coverage be prepared to provide proof of your 
relationship. For example, a joint checking account, a mortgage or 
lease, or other legal document that includes both of your names. 
And unlike your married co-workers, you will be expected to pay 
taxes on the fair market value of your partner’s coverage, that is, the 
amount the employer contributes to the health plan to cover the 
domestic partner, over and above the amount contributed for single 
and/or dependent coverage. No, it isn’t fair, but it is a way to obtain 
comprehensive health coverage for the family you love.
